Mr. Baokalew
is a Democrat, and, aa & matter of conrse, will
not relain his seat, altbough the Democratio
members may endorse his conrse in the Senate
by giving him the poor compliment of their
votes. This much he certainly deserves, for,
atthoungh his Senatorial record has not bsen a
particularly brilliaut one, e has at least con-
ducted himsell with bscoming digoity and
conurlepy, and by his advocacy of political re-
form has deserved the comwsndation of all
good oitizens who desire to swe the glaring |
abunses of the present system dooe away with.,

It will be some days before the Republican |
eaucnsg fixes upon the fortuuate man who i3
to snoceed Mr. Backalew.

The position of & Councilman is by
no means & Bineours, Thoare are nearly a
score of Btates in the Univa whoss popalation
does not equal that of the city of Philadelphis,
and whose necessary legislation dues oot ap-
proach that of our city in gqnantity or import-
ance. Ouar new Mayor has freely extendad
hia hand te the membars of Counoils, and
laid down a polioy in his inaugaral addresg
whioh cannot fail to benoflt the city if it bs
rigidly adhered to by him and not wantouly
obstruoted or embarrassed by the action of
Counoils. The Republivan members of thise
bodies should meet Mayor Fox hall way, aud
enter into a landable rivalry with him to give
the oity & wholesome, lmpartial, aod non-
partisan administration. 1f this bs dons, oar
oity will.be bepefited in & thoussnd diffsrent
ways, not least among which will be a marksd
deorense in the burdens of taxation.

Infanticide,
Tus atatement made by the Coroner in his
sonual report with regard to the iam.
corease of the orime of infanticids,
iz oalounlated to *canss serions apprehen-
glon, and to exoite discnssions a8 to
whether something cannot be dons to check
this fuarful evil. Durivg the year 1865 the
pumber of cases of infanticide was 94, againat
G0 in the year 1807. The Coroner remarks
hat “‘this shows a fear'ul inoreaze in the
orime of ohild-mnrder, which is sufflyient to
excite considerable alarm in the community,
It is slmost Jmpossible to prevent sach
orimes by any lsaw which oould be
passed, but some lugizlative sotion might
tend to oonsiderably lessen ths nombir of
‘innocents’ who are slanghtered by nnnatural
mothers.” The oase of Hester Vaughan is
the only ome among the entire nmamber that
are inoloded in the Coromer's report that has
excited any great degres of pullic interest.
While many persons thonght that this womsn
ought not 1o be allowsd 1o go nuponished, tha
general voios of pablic opinion was ngainat the
extreme penalty of the law beiog enforosd
against ber; and from )i« siatements made by
the (lovernor Lo persons wlio interestad them-
pelves in her behalf, it ja probable that he
rever intended 1o permivihy gentence of the
opurt to be exeonted, |
= The olrumstances which wanglly induoe
;be commizsion of the vrime of infantivide are
such that it is Lopossible pot o fes] mach
gympsthy for the oriminal; bat in view of
gnoh an exhibit as thut mada by the Coroner,
it is worth while to cousider whether such

Specle Payments,
Usner the old bauking eystem of this conntry
the periodionl suspensions of specie payments
were uguslly, if not invariably, caused by such
a derapgement of the balance of trade as de-
pleted the American stock of the precious
metals. Excvessive importations of foreign
manufactares were continned under low tariffs
until the industrial iuterssts of the nation be-
came depressed, and large debls were dne
abroad. The country merchants bought on
credit from the jobbers, the jobbsra purciizsed
on credit from the importers and manuafactu-
rors, the importers mnegotiated as bast they
could American mnotes to meet their foreign
obligations; and when the Kuropean demand
for gold Lecama urgent, aflter onr markets
were glutted with goods, a shoek was given to
the complicated oredit system then prevail-
ing, which soon led to a suspension of specie
payments. As the bolk of the assets of the
bauks consisted of commercial paper, they
were compelled to refuse to redeem thair
potes and checks in gold as soon as maer-
chauts failed to meet maturiog obligations.
The disaetrous effsct of excessive importa-

| tions wae, of course, greatly heightened by

deficient exports. If the colton or grain crop
failed, or if the pricss of the American staples
in Earopean markets were redaced below the
average standard, our foreign creditors be-
came distrustful of their debtors in this

! vonntry, and in their eagerness to secure im-

wediate payment they deranged our whole
fivaucial system. It was common to trace
back the old suspensions to the failure of soms
particular bank or trust company, and to as-
eribe numerous subsequent failures to the

| unlocky or unfavorable circamstances whioh

precipitated the first downfall; but those who
carefully noted all the influences pravailing on
guch oceasions, did not fail to observe that the
Lavks fell *like bricks in a row'' only when
the genmersl prospeiity of the comntry had
been undermived by a prostration of its
diversitied industry, and by an unhealthy dis-
proportion between its imports and exports.

The snccess of the manifold plana for re-
sumption of specie payments which are now
agitated hivges upon the single point whether
the export of specie can be arrested. If the
present stock of available precious metals in
this country counld be increased by an addition
of the produots of the rich new mining
territories for a few years, the supply of gold
would be amply suflisient to justity and main-
{ain resumption. The body of the American
people have full faith 1w the disposition and
willivguess of the Government to honestly
meet all ita obligations, and but a small
awounnt of gold would be sufficient to snpply
the demand of our citizens for specie in ex-
change for promises to pay which were com-
monly held to be a8 good as specie, and more
portable avd convenient. Foreign creditors,
however, are beyond the reach of the legal-
terder aot, and they will never be content to
receive ‘greenbacks as a subatitute for gold.
1f we continne to o.ntract debts abroad at the
rate of one hundred million dollars or more
per annum, we muost either pursae the saioi-
dal policy of increasing the permsnent foreign
indebtedness represented by stocks and bonds,
or make large exports of the precions metals,
and thus postpone the period of resumption.

The difficnlty can svarcely be overcome by
apy siogle remedy. It will require the com-
biuation of a variety of favorabls influences—
Congress coiperating with the people, legisla-
tion doiug somethiog, snd economy, indastry,
and favorable seasons still more. If the people
ceate Lo waste their substauce for foreign luxa-
ries; If American goods and wares are generally
substituted for foreign fabrics; if the exports
of petroleum, corp, cotton, flour, wheat, pro-
vigione, and other perishable articlea are
largely inoreased, and if the balance of trade
ja turped in our favor, almost aony plan of
repumption may be safely adopted, and re-
sumption will then indeed become the true
way to resume.
